School Board Asks 
Government Lunch 
Aid Be Continued 


Palm Springs high school board 
m eeting this week, adopted reso­ 
lutions and forwarded petitions to 
California senators and represent 
atives in an effort to av ert a ser­ 
ious blow to th e present school 
lunch system. The petitions, ad ­ 
dressed to Senators H iram W. 
Johnson and ¡Sheridan Downey 
and Congressman John Phillips, 
urged them to use th eir efforts 
to restore the $50,000,000 item in 
the $567,995,779 agricultural de­ 
partm ent appropriation bill, for 
the national school lunch pro­ 
gram. 
The fund for the school lunch 
program was stricken from the 
bill in com m ittee and if the m eas­ 
ure becomes a law in its present 
form, the program to ¡provide 
subsidies for school lunches w ill 
b e ended. 
Local schools have participated 
in the national fund and have 
thus been able to serve m ore n u ­ 
tritious meals a t low er costs to 
students than \yould otherw ise 
have been possible. 
Members of the local board ex ­ 
pressed themselves as of the be­ 
lief that while national economy 
was desirable, the school lunch 
system was not the place to start.

EXHIBIT OF WILD FLOWERS 


The Desert 
Museum contains 
many exhibits 
illustrating 
the 
natural history of the 
region, 
and these are supplemented every 
day by a program of moving pic­ 
tures, some of the pictures 
in 
color. But at Easter time we made 
a point of showing the beautiful 
wild flowers, which are different 
from those of other states, 
and 
even different from 
those 
of 
other parts of California. We had 
about fifty kinds, but last year 
about a hundred. At the east win­ 
dows (the snakes and 
lizards 
having been removed 
for 
the 
present) will be seen the Com- 
positae 
or 
Sunflower 
family, 
which are most numerous in our 
country. Here will be seen 
the 
Encelia, called Encelia Farinosa, 
which means mealy, 
to distin­ 
guish from the kind found along 
the coast, which does not have the 
greyish foliage. 
The 
so-called 
Desert Sunflower, Geraea, called 
G. Canescens, which means w hit­ 
ish, another example of the pale 
color of Desert plants, due to the 
protective hairs. This is one of 
the handsomest of our flowers, 
and is sweet-scented. The white- 
flowered 
dandeloin-like 
plant, 
which has been called California 
Chicory, is named Rafinesquia, af­ 
ter a very eccentric botanist of 
a hundred years ago. The yellow 
Desert Dandelion, a favorite with 
small native bees, is Malacothrix; 
it is very abundant in vacant lots 
about town. 
The Pea Family contains many 
interesting species, including the 
famous smoke tree. People often 
ask, does it have any flowers? In­ 
deed it does; they are blue-purple, 
but they appear late in the sea­ 
son, when most of our visitors 
have gone away. The Lupines are 
numerous; one brought in was 
remarkable for its abundant long 
hairs; it Was named Hirsutissi- 
mus, which means very hairy. 
We have just 
received a pure 
w hite lupine, a most beautiful 
thing; it seems to be a variety of 
one which 
is 
usually 
purple. 
Some one should propagate it 
by seed, and offer it as a garden 
variety. White crossed by white 
w ill come true. There are many 
species of 
the 
small-flowered 
plants called Lotus, a rather ab­ 
surd name as we usually think of 
the Egyptian Lotus, related to the 
w ater lilies, when we hear the 
name, but these kinds of Lotus 
have small yellow flowers. Some 
plants are erect, others spread 
out on the ground. Recently we 
observed pear-shaped swellings on 
a Lotus, and on opening 
these 
found they were occupied by 
a 
m inute weevil, a kind of beetle 
w ith a long beak. Apparently this 
has not been recorded before. 
Qn the top of the Automatic 
Projector 
will 
be found some 
aromatic or strong-scented plants. 
The Desert Lavender, of the Mint 
Family, 
named 
after 
Major 
Emory, who was director of the 
Mexican Boundary Survey. 
The so-called Sand Verbena is 
really a kind of Abronia, and be­ 
longs to the Four-o-clock Family. 
The species which makes 
the 
desert gay at this time of year is 
hairy, contrasting with the simi­ 
lar but relatively smoother kinds 
of the coast region. Genuine Ver­ 
bena, from garden seeds, is to be 
seen growing just in front of the 
Museum. 
We have some plants of 
the 
¡Potato Family. The Nightshade, 
with bjack berries, is named af­ 
ter David Douglas, 
the famous 
Scotch botanist, 
who 
explored 
western America in 
search 
of 
plants more than a hundred years 
ago. His discoveries were many. 
There is also the Datura, or Jim - 
son weed, also called Angel Trum ­ 
pet, with great white trum pet­ 
like flowers, which wilt 
very 
quickly when picked. This plant 
is peculiar for having the leaves 
lop-sided at.the base. Then there 
is the Desert Tobacco, which was 
used for smoking by the Indians. 
The Desert Lily is perhaps the 
most beautiful of our flowers and 
is only found in the Desert coun­ 
try. The bulbs are deep in 
the 
ground, sometimes as much as two 
feet, and the flowers are not pro­ 
duced in 
unfavorable 
seasons. 
This year they are reported to be 
very numerous. On the board will 
be seen very good photographs of 
the Desert Lily by Stephen Will­ 
ard. 
The 
so-called 
Joint Fir, 
Ephedra, is a very primitive sort 
of plant, of which species 
are 
found on both sides of the world. 
The stems 
contain 
tannin and

It 
produces very beautiful red flow­ 
ers, and it has been a custom of 
the people at Borego, in 
San 
Diego County, to have an Oco­ 
tillo day, when visitors 
would 
come from over the range to see 
these and other flowers, and have 
a little celebration. 
The Bigelow Mimulus, a little 
plant with rather large, purplish- 
red flowers, more or less yellow 
in the throat, is common in sandy 
places. It is named after Dr. John 
M. Bigelow, who collected in Cali­ 
fornia at the time of the Pacific 
Railroad Survey, ninety years 
ago. Many new plants were dis­ 
covered by him. 
These, and m any other flowers, 
we hope will interest visitors, and 
make them 
wish 
to see them 
growing. 
We are greatly indebted to var­ 
ious friends who have brought 
flowers to the Museum. In pick­ 
ing flowers it is well to remem­ 
ber not to take more than a few 
of each kind, and not to pull them 
up by the roots. They should be 
taken some distance from 
the 
highway. Flowers brought to the 
Museum will be identified, 
and 
visitors will be shown books on 
California botany.

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Requirements For 


Graduation Fixed 


By P.S.H.S. Board 


A fter 
considerable 
discussion 
on th e part of the high school 
B oard of T rustees and th e high 
school faculty concerning subject 
and course requirem ents, a joint 
statem ent has been published this 
week concerning these require­ 
ments. 
The Board of T rustees a t its 
m eeting held this week gave final 
approval to the schedule of re ­ 
quirem ents w hich will go into ef­ 
fect a t the beginning of the new 
school year. The schedule w ill be 
effective for all students except 
seniors who w ill graduate on or 
before May 25, 1945. 


MORE DIFFICULT 


U nder the new plan students 
will fin d it m ore difficult to get 
through high school in less an a 
full fo u r years. They w ill not be 
perm itted to pile up m ore than 
an approved m inim um of sem es­ 
ter periods in laboratory subjects. 
T heir norm al load will be four 
subjects plus physical education. 
In ord er to tak e more than four 
subjects they w ill be required to 
make a t least “C” grades in all 
subjects taken. No student, here­ 
after, w ill have an opportunity to 
get through high school in less 
than fo u r years unless he m ain­ 
tains a grade point average of B. 
New requirem ents have been set 
up concerning th e num ber of 
years w ork needed to m eet grad­ 
uation dem ands in English, social 
studies, m athem atics and science. 


RULES ADOPTED 


The subject and course require­ 
m ents as adopted by the high 
school trustees and the faculty 
have been published as follows: 
1. S tudents’ norm al load to be 
considered four subjects plus P. 
E. 
2. Students m ay take five sub­ 
jects plus P. E. so long as they 
m aintain at least C grades in all 
subjects. (W hen a D or F is re ­ 
ported in any m arking period th at 
subject 
or some other subject 
must be dropped w ithout credit 
for the cu rren t sem ester if it is a 
fifth subject exclusive of P. E.) 
3. Two hundred sem ester cred­ 
its are required for graduation, 
including 40 sem ester credits for 
physical education. 
4. S tudents w ill not be perm it­ 
ted to graduate in less than eight 
sem esters unless they have m ain­ 
tained a grade point average of at 
least 2. G rade point average to be 
worked ou t in accord w ith U. of 
C. form ula. 


LIST REQUIREMENTS

To 
graduate 
from 
Palm 
Springs high school a student 
m ust have: a m inim um of three 
years of English if regular aca­ 
demic English is taken or four 
years of English if one o r m ore 
non-academ ic English courses are 
taken (e. g. Basic English, O ral 
Expression, 
Journalism ); 
one 
year of W orld H istory, one year 
of U. S. H istory and one sem 
ester of Civics; one year of high 
school m athem atics; one year of 
biology, physical science, home- 
making, 
physics 
or 
chemistry; 
and four years of physical educa 
tion.
